The Novoe Vrem ya adds: 
“It has alw ays preached the doctrine 
th at R ussia Is the bulw ark of Europe 
against the yellow' peril."

from the west and follow ing the Inex­ 
orable law s, m ust spread eastw ard to

He argued that ‘‘life comes only 
through death.

The universal law is 
through death to life.” 
Passing from the physical world 
to the spiritual world, Dr. Dement 
declared that “There are inexorable 
laws here as well as in the natural 
world above us, and that the laws 
of the latter are often only reflec­ 
tions, suggestions and illustrations 
of the laws of the former. 
The 
death of the grain before the future 
harvest illustrates the death of the 
sinful self before the fruits of the 
spirit can flourish. 
As the grain 
must die so self must be crucified. 
In the perishing of the lower forms 
of life, the higher are conserved. 
Through the crucifixion 
of the 
lower self the higher self is raised 
to spiritual life. 
Christ expressed 
the principle of the noblest living 
and the greatest honor when he 
said: 
“ He that saveth his life 
shall lose it, but he that loseth his

for the run to Crestline, O., developed 
a hot box about two miles east ofj 
Mansfield, O. Fifteen m inutes were lost j 
In futile efforts to cool the troublesome 
axle. 
Finally a freight engine was a t ­ 
tached and the train limped Into C rest­ 
line. 
Here the regular engine was in 
waiting, and when the “flyer” left the j 
latter place it was tw enty-six minutes 
late. The run to Fort Wayne, 131 miles 
away, was made in 114 V2 minutes, an 
average of 68 6-10 miles per hour. When 
tile train pulled out of Fort W ayne for 
the last lap of the long Journey it was j 
only 9 1-2 m inutes late, 16 1-2 minutes 
of the lost time having been made up. 
Miles were frequently reeled off in from 
forty-four to fifty seconds and an a v ­ 
erage speed of a mile a minut was eas­ 
ily m aintained over long stretches cfi 
track.
